the cordial relations between the two governments are to continue.

TO AMERICAN PEOPLE 


WASHINGTON, JUNE 9.—Tn a letter to the nation issued hej- 


tonight by William Jennings Bryan, who resigned as secretary of 
state rather than sign the note to Germany, the -contents of which 
were made public tonight, President Wilson is described as an ex- 
ponent of the old system in dealing with issues between 
govern- 


ments. 
The system referred to, Bryan says, has war as its corner- 


stone. Bryan classifies Wilson's policy as one of firmness supported 
by force. "The president can conform to and carry out the stand- 
ard of the old system which resulted in Austria's ultimatum to Ser- 
via and which has since set Europe on fire," says the letter in part. 


Mr. Bryan's statement says that there are two systems, one 


force and the other persuasion. lie claims that Wilson is an advo- 
cate of force.

When our Utica field was opened up the rock, or natural pressure was from 750 to 


800 pounds per square inch and at that time the care of the wells was a comparatively 
small item, as the water could be lifted from the wells by the gas pressure and but one 
well blower was employed to care for all the wells. These conditions have changed; 
the rock pressure has gone down less than 150 pounds and will no longer lift the water; 
three well blowers are now employed; bailing machines and other equipment are neces- 
sary to the work that formerly was unnecessary—being done by natural forces, 
this additional labor and machine ry is a heavy expense and a clear loss. 


The same condition prevailed in the Warsaw field, except that, by reason of the 


wells being skllow, the decline in rock pressure in this field was from 350 to 400 pounds. 
After these wells had been used one year, the natural pressure harf fallen off more than 
100 pounds and is now even less than that in the Utica field and practically no gas is be- 
ing taken by Coshocton from this fi eld. 


Neither is it possible to carry the gas to Coshocton with the present rock pressure 


of the wells, thus the necessity of building and operating a compressor station in the 
Utica field. This station was built at a cost exceeding $20,000 and costs more than $5,- 
000 per year to operate it. This is another clear loss. 


We trust you will give the above facts full consideration in determining whether or 


not our request is justified.
